Four R eceive 
Merit Awards 

The National Merit Scholar¬ 
ship Foundation has announced 
the awarding of semi-finalist 
ratings to four Prepmen. These 
four, along with 880 others in 
New York State, have been se¬ 
lected from 68,436 state partic¬ 
ipants. 

The four scholars, Richard Barbieri 
(4G), James Duca (4B), Roger Her¬ 
man (4G), and Robert McDonough 
(4G), competed with seniors from 
more than 16,000 high schools in the 
U. S. and its territories. Each of the 
four men scored over 148 out of a 
possible 180 points to become semi¬ 
finalists. 

If the semi-finalists perform well on 
the December College Board Exam¬ 
inations, and are endorsed by their 
high schools, they will become final¬ 
ists and compete for Merit Scholar¬ 
ships which are worth from $400 to 
$6,000 for four years of college. 


Father O’Hurley, a native of 
Brooklyn, entered the Society in 1912, 
after graduating from St. Francis Prep 
and attending St. Francis Xavier 
College for one year. 

Father spent his regency at Boston 
College High and Xavier, and was 
ordained on June 14, 1926. He came 
to Prep in 1947 after a varied career 
spanning 21 years, during which he 
had held the positions of Prefect of 
Discipline, Minister, member of the 
Mission Band, as well as Treasurer. 

He has seen many changes come 
over the Prep in his fifteen years as 
Treasurer. During these years he has 
watched five headmasters and three 
rectors pass through the halls of Prep, 
and has witnessed the development of 
a whole new physical plant. 

When asked about his job. Father 
O’Hurley replied: “It is an exacting 
job, a diflBcult job”, and that is es¬ 
pecially so since the cost of education 
at Prep exceeds the funds paid for 
tuition.

In his address to the student body at the opening assembly, 
Reverend Father Rector expressed his belief that a student could 
not receive a better education than that offered at Prep. This is a 
serious statement and as such demands our serious consideration. 

We have a grave responsibility to take full advantage of the 
rich opportunities offered at Prep. For this invaluable education 
can be wasted if the student does not cooperate with the efforts 
of his teachers. The main responsibility in this process of educa¬ 
tion rests with the student himself. And if this responsibility is 
neglected, the student fails in his duty towards God, his parents 
and himself. 

From the first day of each new school year, each student hears 
praise of Prep’s scholastic excellence and is encouraged to get off 
to a good start. But in spite of this, many disregard this advice 
and fail to awaken from their summer lassitude until it is too late. 
If the first few months are wasted, it becomes increasingly difficult 
to make up what was missed, and the rest of the year is spent 
struggling to catch up with the rest of the class. 

Repeating this pattern every year, the student emerges from 
his four years at Prep with only a fraction of the education he 
could have received. He places himself at a disadvantage for 
college work and advancement in his profession after graduation. 
All this is a tragic waste of time, energy and money. Surely it 
would be much better to make a wholehearted effort to reap all 
the profits a Prep education offers. 

Indifference towards studies is a very difficult attitude to 
correct. Our parents and teachers can help us in this task, but 
the main obligation rests with the student himself. Now, at the 
beginning of a new year, is the time for each of us to take an 
honest look at his application to study. If we find that we are 
not extending our maximum effort, we must determine now to do 
something about it before it is too late.

Sophomore Championships 

The Diocesan Sophomore Cham¬ 
pionships were also held on Sep¬ 
tember 29, but the squad did not 
fare as well as expected. Walt 
O'Brien emerged from the hills in 
third place, but stumbled on the path 
and was badly bruised. By the time 
he recovered, he was out of the race. 
A1 Renna captured 34th in 16:16, 
with Bobby Grossberger, Larry Svir- 
chev, and Frank Zagare close on his 
trail. 

A preview of the indoor-outdoor 
season shows a solid unit. With the 
advantages of the new board track, 
Mr. Lawrence figures to produce some 
fast relay squads.

SODALITY 

What is the Sodality? An extra-curricular activity? Definitely 
not. The Sodality at Brooklyn Prep is an organization which offers 
to its members a model way of life. It has as its aim the formation 
of the "perfect or ideal Christian", as Pope Pius XH has expressed 
it, insofar as personal effort, love and dedication to the Mother 
of Our Lord will permit. 

This year the Sodality will form special committees to study 
extensively the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, mental prayer, and the 
importance of the Blessed Virgin in a student's life, so that the 
students may appreciate more fully Gods gifts.

BLUE BOOK 

Perhaps the most precious of the Prep's three publications is 
the Blue Book. Thirty four years ago the modem annual made its 
first humble appearance as a mere portfolio of pictures; today more 
work goes into the yearbook than ever before. Innumerable 
writers, photographers, and layout men busy themselves for eight 
long months compiling an accurate pictorial and verbal history 
of Prep life during and after school hours. The yearbook of today 
is not only a lasting tribute to the men who produced it, but also 
to the school and to the students and teachers who make Brooklyn 
Prep what it is. Each year's staff wants to create a better monu¬ 
ment to its school, and so the door always stands open to new 
talent. 

SCIENCE CLUB 

This year at Prep, the Science Club will be made up of two 
distinct groups.- One group will be devoted exclusively to Chem¬ 
istry; the other to Physics. This is an innovation at Prep. 

The Chemistry section of this club will be under the able direc¬ 
tion of Fr. Musselman, S.J., a Chemistry teacher for many years. 
The members of this section will perform numerous experiments, 
many of which are not included in the regular Chemistry class. 

Father Guth, S.J., a new member of the Prep faculty, will 
guide the club's Physics department. Father plans to delve into 
the study of electronics, electricity, and the radio, areas which he 
feels are not sufficiently treated in the prescribed Physics course. 

Occasional movies and lectures will be offered to provide the 
members with a deeper insight into the numerous mysteries of 
science. 


This year the Modem Language 
Department of Brooklyn Prep has 
modified its former method of teach¬ 
ing French and German, which em¬ 
phasized the mastery of the written 
word, and has instituted a new Audio- 
Lingual method. This new method 
stresses in the early stages of the 
course, the learning of the spoken 
word. 

The principal reason for this tran¬ 
sition is to instill a deeper interest in 
the languages and to improve the 
students* competence in them. 

Under the new system, no text¬ 
books are used for approximately the 
first eight weeks. Instead, the classes 
are spent listening to dialogues and 
repeating them verbatim. The student 
then reviews the matter at home with 
the assistance of phonograph records. 
Only after he has mastered a desig¬ 
nated portion of dialogue does the 
student see the same in print. At 
this stage of the course, the reading 
and writing of French and German 
are gradually introduced along with 
new dialogues. 

Two variations of this system are 
presently in use at Prep; the Saint 
Cloud method and the Audio-Lingual 
Materials (A.L.M.) method. The for¬ 
mer makes use of photographic slides 
in class to provide the student with 
a mental picture of the dialogue. In 
the latter method (A.L.M.), the 
teacher himself acts out the spoken 
words. Both methods, however, are 
based upon the same fundamental 
principles. Only after several years 
of trial will it be possible to deter¬ 
mine which system is the more satis¬ 
factory.

Prep H as New 
Marking System 

This year the Prep will inaugurate 
a new marking system. Report cards 
will be processed by the electronic 
computer of the Univac Service of 
Remington Rand Inc. 

In the new system, all marks, in¬ 
cluding failures, will be recorded 
numerically. In addition to schol¬ 
astic gradings, each student will re¬ 
ceive a personality report and an 
effort rating ranging from 0 to 4. 
They will also be ranked according 
to their academic standing within 
their own year. For Advanced Place¬ 
ment students in freshman and sopho¬ 
more years, a bonus mark of 100 will 
be averaged in with their marks in 
order to determine their class ranking 
more accurately. 

Univac will produce several copies 
of each report card, thus making them 
available to the Headmaster, Regis¬ 
trar and Guidance Counselor, as well 
as to parents. 

The total number of reports has 
not changed—six reports per year, 
three each semester.
